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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 28 includes the new limitation' where the spaced apart elastic elements are 
disconnected. This embodiment has not been previously presented in the claims for consideration on the merits and would require further 
consideration and/or search . 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claims 13. 57 and 62, applicants 
assert that Guevara does not teach or suggest a plurality of spaced apart and independent elastic elements. This argument is not 
persuasive because Guevara teaches an arrangement of a plurality of spaced apart and independent elastic elements (the side ways 
extending sub-portions of elastic thread (80)). Applicants assert that Guevara does not teach elastic elements spaced inwardly from the 
side edges. This argument is not persuasive because the individual elastic strands (80, 280) do not extend all the way to the outermost 
side edges due to the back and forth zig-zag pattern of the elastic threads (col. 10. lines 17-42)(see fig. 4). Guevara fig. 4 does not show 
the elastic extending laterally beyond the lateral sides of the zig-zag pattern. The side edge is interpreted as the outermost lateral side 
edges of the tab (38). the elastic of Guevara fig. 4 does not extend to this point. Applicants assert that the non-elastic region is an 
extension tab and not part of the elastic belt. This argument is not persuasive because the tab can be reasonably construed as part of a 
compaosite tab. Applicants* arguments regarding claim 28 are based on proposed amenments that have not been entered. 
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
